Every few issues we like to spotlight someone who has had an influence on the Anime industry as 
well as Anime fans. In this issue though, we are taking a slightly different approach. In past years, 
several of us here at E.C.A.S. have noticed that many Anime fans have taken interest in Asian Adult 
Film Stars. So this issues spotlight interview is with Asia Carrera, Asian Adult Film Star 
Extraordinaire. 

Before we begin, we feel we should give you a little basic info about Asia Carrera.

PX: Do you watch Anime? If so, then what? If not, would you be interested in seeing any Anime? 
AC: Nope. My brother has an Anime web site. Thanks. 


Sana's Questions: 


SK: How did your family react to your choice of becoming an Adult Film Star? 
AC: Beats me! I ran away at 17 and never looked back. I E-Mail my brother, who is closest in age to me, 
occasionally, but we don't discuss my job. He knows what I do, but we just don't bring it up. 
SK: Have you ever considered being a voice actress for Animation? 
AC: No. I sound like a frog on Helium, but slightly more annoying. 
SK: Have you ever thought of taking a different direction in the film industry? 

(Possibly acting in regular films, voice actress for Animation, ect. ect.) 
AC: I am in the Coen Brothers upcoming film "The Big Lebowski". Porn sets are more fun. I get to be 
quite the control freak that I like to be. I write scripts, I direct, I produce, I act, I set design, I grip, I do 
makeup, I design box covers, I retouch and do graphics work, and I do my cool web site in my spare time. 


Perfect Cell's Questions: 


PC: On your web page you said you lived in Japan and taught Colloquial English at the age of 16. Where 
did you live while in Japan?
